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SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


It is perhaps unnecessary for your committee to venture a few 
remarks on the importance of our Common School System ; but 
experience in the discharge of our duties, has forced us to the 
conclusion that many of our townsmen do not take that degree 
of interest in the education of their children, which its impor- 
tance demands. Education is a duty; a duty not only to your 
children to fit them for places of trust and usefulness, but to so- 
ciety, to the state, to the nation. It has already become a tru- 
ism that the development and perpetuity of our country depend 
on the enlightenment and education of the people. But we must 
not lose sight of the fact that the education of the masses ought 
constantly to be extended, in order to perform its legitimate 
function and sustain its proper relation to the ever increasing 
importance of our national industries. If we improve the facil- 
ities for material advancement, we ought also to multiply the 
' means for mental development; we ought to preserve true bal- 
ances between the two, else we shall, in the end, sacrifice our 
Republican institutions at the shrine of a moneyed oligarchy. 

Recognizing, then, the fact that this is an age of progress, we 
earnestly recommend that the amount of money raised for the 
support of our schools be increased. We are well aware, that 
we are in the midst of a severe financial crisis, and that a re- 
duction of taxation would proportionally relieve the general em- 
parrassment. But we cannot permit our schools to suffer from

this cause. If it cannot be effected in any other way, let taxa- 
tion for every other object be reduced, that the efficiency of our 
schools may be increased, and their influence be more potently 
felt. It must be apparent to even the most casual observer, 
that our common school teachers, with few exceptions, are not 
fitted for the positions they assume to fill. And why is this so? 
It is not altogether the fault of the Prudential Committee in 
hiring inefficient teachers, nor yet, of the Superintending Com- 
mittee in granting certificates to such teachers. Generally, the 
amount of money allotted to the several districts is so small, 
that in order to have a term of eight or ten weeks in length, it 
becomes imperatively necessary to secure instructors who will 
work fora smallremuneration. <A glance at the ‘‘Tabular State- 
ment of the Condition of the Schools,” herewith submitted. will 
show, that the average wages per month of our teachers for the 
past year, is below the monthly remuneration of ordinary man- 
ual laborers. A lower grade of teachers than we could wish, 
results as the necessary consequence of a penurious appropria- 
tion. But with an increased amount of money for school pur- 
poses, this desideratum could be avoided, our schools would ex- 
ert a more healthy influence for the prosperity of the town, and 
we should be performing more nearly, than at present, a high and, 
most sacred duty. 


It too often happens, however, that the Prudential Committee 
are men who have little or no interest in education, and are 
elected by their neighbors only for the purpose of perpetrating 
a ‘‘good joke.” This is a mistake of no small importance. 
Such a man inquires: ‘*Where.can T find a teacher?” not: - 
‘‘Where can I find a good, efficient teacher?” And, provided 
the price is reduced to the lowest sum thus far heard of, he en- 
gages the first girl he meets. And we fear that this very busi- 


_hess-like, but equally impolitic method of securing instructors for 


our District Schools is gaining, instead of losing ground. We 
would, therefore, suggest to our successors the propriety of re- 
quiring a higher standard of proficiency in our teachers, both as 
to their knowledge of books, and their general adaptability to 
the school room. It is by no means a pleasant duty for your 
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committee to refuse a certificate to an applicant ; but ‘‘duty be- 
fore pleasure” should. be the rule in deciding this matter. 

During the past year no new books have been introduced into 
the schools, and while we .believe that improvements are con- 
stantly being made in text books, as well as in the implements 
of husbandry, we recognize the fact, that changes too often 
made produce confusion. But in visiting the schools, we not 
unfrequently find scholars studying books which have long since 
been discarded, or have never been introduced into the town; 
and in a few instances we have been compelled to instruct the 
teachers not to hear recitations from such books. Pupils should 
be furnished with books of the same series, that they may be 
conveniently classified, and derive the greatest advantage there- 
from. 

Teachers also, should strive to reduce their schools to the 
fewest possible number of classes consistent with the greatest 
advantage to the greatest number. Where there are not more 
than ten or fifteen scholars, it is highly unreasonable, and prac- 
tically prevents any considerable degree of progress, to have 
eight or ten Arithmetic classes, and as many more classes in 
Geography, Reading, etc. And in thisconnection, over anxious 
parents ought to remember that all of the teacher’s time cannot 
be devoted to a single scholar. Our schools have suffered not a 
little from this cause, although we have worked personally in 
several cases for a. better classification. 


THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


Under the very efficient management of William Goldthwaite, 
.A. B., and Miss Mary F’. Reddington, this institution has been, 
and still is prospering. As instructors, they have shown them- 
selves fully conversant with the methods and means of interest- 
ing their pupils, and of accomplishing, to no small extent, the 
object of education ; although there are some difficulties in this 
school, over which they have no control. While the school is an 
honor to the town, and should be the pride of all true citizens, 
it occurs to your committee that many of our people confound 
the work it is designed to perform with that of our district 
schools. They seem to think it was established to supercede 
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and assume some of the responsibilities, at least, of these schools ; 
whereas its real purpose was, and should continue to be, to 
furnish a higher grade of education than could otherwise be had 
within the town’s limits. Its influence should be felt in arousing 
and stimulating the scholars in our common schools to greater ex- 
ertion, and thus be the means, not only of a higher education, but 
of a more thorough and systematic instruction in all the schools. 
Let us remember that the districts still must furnish the basis 
on which all further education rests, and that the High School 
will take its proper and legitimate rank only when our citizens 
are thoroughly interested in promoting the usefuluess and pro- 
ficiency of these primary schools. We cannot, therefore, too 
earnestly urge parents not to withdraw their children from the 
common schools until they shall have become fitted to pass a 
creditable written examination for admission to the High School. 

We regret that more of the High School scholars do not avail 
themselves of the advantages of the Classical Course, and remain 
until they shall have completed the same. We have teachers 
amply qualified to instruct pupils in this course, and no scholar 
who is willing to study and desirous of developing his mental 
powers will fail, if rightly influenced, of adopting and persuing 
classical studies. 

Through the energy of the Principal, Prize Speaking at the 
close of each term has been introduced into the school, and we 
heartily approve of this measure as a means of promoting a 
lively interest in the art of elocution, and of furnishing appro- 
priate exercises at the close of a term’s work. 

In conclusion, allow us to remark, that the schools of Warner 
compare favorably with those of our neighboring towns, in the 
amount and thoroughness of the work done; yet we feel that 
they are very far from what they should be, when we consider 
their importance as one of the greatest civilizers of our time. 
And our town can never gain amore enviable reputation, or add 
more to its present importance and influence than by striving to | 
excel in developing and perfecting our system of schools.
